Entering 
the Dominion Iron and Steel Com- 
pany in 1900, he was later associ- 
ated with the Canadian Portland 
Cement Company and Ravcntakc 
Portland Cement Company as scc' 
rcUry, and with the Lehigh Port- 
land Cement Company, Toronto, as 
sales manager.

He was 
appointed vice-president and gen- 
eral manager of the company in 
1927, and president four years later.

was never a McGill student 
although all students knew him 
he was not a member, of the 
East Wing administration staff, 
although he served each one 
faithfully; he was, to be exact, 
a verse-making. Shakespeare- 
quoting^ janitor, who had a 
poem' for every occasion, and 
who loved the roll of fine- 
sounding phrases as some men 
love . gold. 

News of Harry Barker's death, 
which occurred yesterday fit 
the Royal 'Victoria Hospital, 
after a short illness, will mean 
a definite break with the past 
-for many a McGill graduate 
and professor alike. Come, 
April, "Shakespeare Harry," as 
he was fondly called, would 
have completed 30 years ser- 
vice at McGilL 

In 1915 Harry arrived on the 
campus to work imder . the 
equally famous Bill Gentleman 
on the caretaking staff of the 
Arts Building. Later he was 
appointed caretaker of the Mc- 
Cord Museum, but in 1923 re- 
turned to the faculty, of arts, 
leaving it again in 1939 to be- 
come janitor-in-chief of the law 
faculty.

Chicago's Burgess 
Thinks Canada's 
Future IsBright 

Moyse Hall Speaker 
Tells of Problems 
Of Post-war Era 

Due partly to the lesser role of 
Industry and a more stable econ- 
omic bulld-up, Canada is faced 
with a smaller possibility of severe 
economic crash than the United 
States, was the statement of Dr. 
E. W. Burgess, professor of socio- 
logy, University of Chicago, in an 
address In Moyse Hall last night 
With the topic ot "Problems Facing 
the North American Family After 
the War", Dr. Burgess opened a 
lecture scries on Living which are 
sponsored by McGill and the Cana- 
dian National Hygiene Committee. 

In both countries, howevér, said 
Dr. Burgess, there was real appre- 
hension that the economic systems 
would not provide full employment 
after the war. "Both in Canada and 
the United States," he said, "the 
general disposition appears to be to 
depend upon the -traditional system 
of free enterprise 'to provide new

Public Well-bein? 
Development Traced . 
By SCM Speaker 

"Medicine is never static," said 
Dr. Fred Smith to the S.C.M. Medi- 
cal Study Group last night as he 
traced the development .,of public 
health from the early days to its 
wide application today, involving 
practically the whole medical field. 

He gave a history of public 
health from Its being concerned first 
with nuisances, then infectious dis- 
eases and epidemics, to, the widen- 
ing of its influence to the various 
aspects of social medicine. 

He touched on the apathy found 
both with the general public and 
even the medical profession, which 
has greatly hindered the develop- 
ment of public health. The speaker 
mentioned the general trend towards 
some form of social medicine under 
government control, and pointed to 
the necessity of doctors taking an 
active interest In the development 
of any such' scheme.

This year a new high has bèen set for the 
appearance of the student directories. These 
handbooks, which should be available to the 
ttudent body at least by the end of October, 
are now, almost three and half months aflcr 
session's opening, ready for distribution. This 
situation is intolerable and calls for sonic spe- 
cific remedy to all those delays in its printing 
and distribution which cannot be directly attri- 
buted to wartime emergencies. 

The direetoriea are typed and cheeked in the 
administration offices, and then sent out to the 
printer. It appears, from all invèstigation con- 
ducted by thé Student Executive Council last 
fall, that "the difficulties of priorities in tlie 
printing trades," ajler the handbook has been 
made upj--conEtitulc an inevitable delay about 
which little can be done. But the process of 
making it up could very well be shortened by 
aaveràl weet(Si and from the point of view of 
the atudent body, whose use of the handbook 
would veiy understandably be concentrated in 
thé early months of the session, it is essential 
that attention be focussed on this part of the 
process for a remedy. 

At a discussion of this matter on October 
18, the Student Executive Council was informed 
that the main cause of the preliminary delay 
were the late registrations, especially those of 
the post-graduat« students. The Council there- 
upon made the suggestion that "late registra- 
tions be enclosed in a supplement." This would 
niean that within the first ten days of Octobér, 
thé type-written and carefully checked manu- 
script coul4 be sent to the printer, and would 
contain thé names of all but a féw score stu- 
dents. Moat of these exceptions, if hot all, wot|ld 
not be undergraduates anyway. 

The counter-suggestion of the administration 
offices, which carrj* the burden of putting out 
these directories, was read to the Council two 
weeks after the above suggestion was made. 
.This was to the effect that the Council pay an 
additional 150.00 for the services of a steno- 
grapher. Since by that time, November 1, the 
session was already well under way, the Council 
turned down the counter-suggestion for this 
ytar, but diréctéd its chairman to interview the 
Règistrar "regarding the points juSt discussed 
with the view of putting them into operation 
next year." 

Subsequently, we might add in parentheses, 
the directories were sent out by the printer per 
éxprêss, just in time to be caught in the Christ- 
iz|às rush, so that after several weeks delay in 
transit, they have finally arrived by freight. 
Had this not occurred, they might have been 
in usé immediately before the Christmas holi- 
days. 

Within the last four years the directories 
hâve been cortiing out later and latèr. They 
arc such a great help to the students and to thé 
administràtive and teaching staff that they 
would be bought if they camé out as late as 
t'ebruary. The Studépt Exéoutive Coùpcil this 
year bas shown a fair amount of long-r^nge 
viiioa: in conducting as much correspondence a^ 
it di(| regarding the N.F.C.U.S.; in promoting a 
revision of the Students' Society constitution, 
ànc} in fjéciding to appoint next year's Freshman 
Coinihittéè in February. It cannot allow its 
reputation to be lessened by not making every 
effort to bring about a permanently early 
jippearaiice of our directories. Future genera- 
tions of students should associàtc the red 
pamphlet with the falling of the leaves, nob 
wiib tbé méltiûg of the aoowa. . .

From Pure to Philosophical 
. Materialism 

Pure materialist theory, to which our last two 
articles have been devoted, is ob viquily^n Ot viable 
as a guide for the life-instinct, howevar?Mund it may 
be logically. It is not viable simply because feeling 
and subjective thinking play so fundamental a part 
In our lives that objective thought (especially ob- 
jective materialism, which is static by Its very ideal- 
less definition) can never affect them seriously. 
Consequently materialism in the arena of world 
activity Is something very different from the static 
science which we have described: it is an applied 
Klence, and as such has wadod boldly into the 
morass of. relativity, aubjecUvism, idealism and 
phitoso{)hizlns which it had Itself exposed. 

The particular ideal with which materialism has 
become associated is the social Ideal. Or rather. It 
would be more accurate to say that the revolutionary 
éléments In society have found the realist and then 
the materialist technique powerful instruments in 
clearing the scene of the smoke screen of idealism 
laid down by the reactionary elements. It is our 
purpose mainly to describe this fusion of materlal- 
1am with vital and ethical Idealism, in which tra- 
dition we too find ourselves. 

Hie first step in this exposition must perforce 
be a somewhat more detailed explanation ol why 
we abandon pure materialism, scientifically true as 
we have maintained it to be in our latest articles. 
The reason is simply that we are. human, irrational, 
governed largely by the subconscious. Quite apart 
from the objective validity of the question, we find 
It hopeless to continually face the faot that we live 
for and through the material alone— we are not con- 
stituted so as to be able to achieve lull and lasting 
happiness from that fàct. We must continually 
surrender to our instincts, to "unreasoning" thought 
and "excessive" emotion. If one curb oneself draw- 
IngMthej bit cutUng>Ugbt, and swerve one's mind 
baeirVinto reality: if one keep the compass straight 
ahead, without deviating, pointing at reality— if one 
never forgot, nor slur over, nor omit the dispassion- 
ate reality, then one will feel one emotion indeed— 
the emotion which comes of cômplete negation and 
futility. 

Me who Is constituted so that he can live without 
ideals is indeed fortunate, and some such people 
there are. But for the rest of us, even for those 
who have accepted tho materialist premise, there 
must be a compromise t)ctwcen sclcnttlic truth and 
idealism. The search for elcmenlais must be evened 
out, between elemental Idealisms and elemental re- 
futations therefore. And whereas we can no longer 
subscribe to blind faith, neithér are we capable of 
consistent objectivity. The mean is a philosophy 
embodying elements of the materialist approach, but 
making allowances for the functioning of the In- 
stincts as legitimate factors of thought, 

In a nutshell: we can in no intellectual analysis 
of life omit the will to live, by virtue of which the 
very analysis itself has Its existence. Bût pure ma- 
terialism claims precedence over the free exercise 
of this most fundamental of all the instincts, by 
putting a curb on all tnental activity which stems 
from aiid contributes ftowards emotional life— Im- 
pulses. In the resultant clash, of course, the pure 
form of materialism disappears, to emerge only as 
a compromise, in the modified form discussed above.

Harry Barker 

fThe late Harry Barker was known and esteemed 
/or beyond the McGUl Campus. Those who knew 
hint read with pride the /ollowing editorial in yes- 
terday's Quette^—Ed.) 

To MeOill men there is a special sadness to the 
passing of Harry Barker. For as Janitor of the ArU 
Puilding, ahd latterly of tho Law Building, Harry 
was part of McGlll's atmosphere. Certainly no uni- 
versily ever had a more suitable Janitor to sweep 
its haUs of learning. Though a IKUe man. he moved 
about with an Imperturbable dignity. His speech 
was gracious but grave, and he knew how to inter- 
line what he sSld with' quotations from Shakespeare, 
generally with a singular aptness. If he could find 
a student who would lend him his ears, he would 
mount a chair and give Marc Antony's oration. 

But Harry Barker did not only repeat the lines 
of the poets but Was himself a poet No less than 
two volumes ot hi* verse were . published by the 
Students' Society. 'In his own ' dtaraeterlsUc way 
he wrote of life and love, of sorrow and happiness, 
of the Joys of good friends and the great outdoors. 
fit was not very careful of the laws of versification 
and he knew it Once, when asked l^Is opinion of 
free verse, he replied: "What's mine?" 

Hàrry was a "character',', but all his eecenlricities 
were ot the endearing kIriB. Once, in a moment of 
confidence, he sought to strengthen an anxious stu- 
dent with his own philosophy. "EiiJoy your own 
sorrow," he said, "and make your work your play, 
and you'll have a charmed life." 

These few words go far to explain Harry Barker. 
And for that matter they, express a phllbso^ that 
ought weU Unprbye anyone's oùtièok. 



LITTLE SYMPHONY 

A well balanced program of 
modem works (or string orchestra 
was presented on Tuesday evening 
by the Little Symphony ot Mont- 
real under it's permanent conduc- 
tor, Bernard Naylor. It was pleasant 
music rather than highly emotional 
or extremely powerful, and con- 
stituted a very enjoyable and re- 
laxing evening. 

The concert opened with the In- 
troduction and Allegro, Opus 47, by 
Sir Edward Elgnr, written at the. 
turn of the century. This is un- 
doubtedly one of the better works 
of the English composer, a piece 
for string orchestra and solo 
quartet, competently handled by 
Maurice Onderet, Pierre losch, Lu- 
cien Robert and Jean Belland. The 
work Itself opened a little uneven- 
ly, but once it got underway the 
orchestra appeared more at ease 
with the music and some very ef- 
fective moments were achieved. 

The two other main items were 
Grieg's "From Holberg's Time". 
Suite in the olden style. Opus 40. 
and thé Serenade. Opus 22, by 
Dvorak. The driog suite was writ- 
ten to capture the spirit of the 
Bach-Handel period — the two 
master eomposers contemporaries 
of Ludwig Holberg. The five move- 
ments, starting with a colourful 
prelude, gave a charming portrait 
of the time, especially the Gavotte 
and Musette and the Rigaudon. 

The Dvorak Serenade was definite- 
ly the subject of some of the best 
playing of the evening. Also divid- 
ed into five movements, Uils work 
is brightly colourful with lively and 
melodious tunes and a lilting waltz- 
always delightful when played by 
strings. The orchestra lost none of 
this colour and life and treated the 
music with complete confidence. 
From beginning to end simplicity 
and charm were maintained and 
an extremely well-knit and well' 
handled direction was evident. 

There were two smaller works 
which completed the_ program. The 
first was an Adagio by Ute Belian 
composer Lckcu. Lekcu wrote very 
few works before his early death 
and they are rarely heard. The 
Adagio is a very melodious piece 
of writing with some very lovely 
violin effects which were well 
brought out. The other was the 
Romance, Opus 42, by Sibelius, 
which was richly toned and added 
greatly to the variety of the even 
ing.

"Music throughout the ages 
has expressed the characteristics 
of its time," said Alexander 
Brotl when questioned as to 
what he hopes to accomplish in 
his role as a modern^lay com- 
poser. ''Music is the universal 
language of human emotion. 
All music appeals to the emo- 
tions. It should be utilized to 
mold the unity and progress of 
ail peoples. The task of the 
twentieth century composer Is 
to capture the spirit of our day. 
.to express a broader conception 
ot humanity. Twentieth Cen- 
tury music should depict thé 
reality and the intensity ot suf- 
fering and oppression and strug- 
gle which is characteristic of 
thé present. It shôuld speak ot 
hope, courage, and determina- 
tion for a better future. It 
should no lônger be solely an 
outlet for Individual, introspec- 
tive 'art for art's sake' but it 
should embody and solidify 
emotions that all peoples have 
in common. It must be on the 
battle-front of the twentieth 
century fight." 

Alexander Brott has attained 
remarkable success in his triple 
role of violinist, conductor and 
composer. Among the Univer- 
sity students he Is best known 
in his relation to the McGIll 
String Quartet and it Is inter-

BRITAIN AND GREECE 



A DEFENCE OF. BRITISH POLICY 

Britain is fighting this war in 
order to rid Europe ot fascism and 
all It stands for and to prepare it 
for democracy. Should Britain wake 
up ten years hence and find Europe 
a solid bloc of Moscow-controlled 
communist dictatorships? Is It not 
better to prevent the party that Is 
attempting to force its rule on the 
Greek people by the force of arms 
(illegally in their possession in spite 
of the fact that they were ordered 
to deliver them to the Greek gov- 
ernmsnt before the British inter- 
vened) from doing so? All General 
Scoble is attempting to do is to see 
that. fair elections will be held as 
soon as possible. Can a fair election 
be held while one party has arms 
with which to coerce the voters? 

Should the Greek people vote 
against the return ot their king to 
Greece, I am positive that Britain 
would not attempt to force them to 
accept .him. The left-wing parties 
can then show their strength at the 
polls rather than In defying law 
and order. Should they win no one 
would prevent them from assum- 
ing power. Therefore, It they rep- 
risent a majority, why not wait 
until election tlmOT. Tiierà are péo- 
pie (even in this column) who aver 
that the present Greek government 
would not hold a fair election- As I 
said before, it is General Scobics 
job to sec that (air elections are 
held. Certain quarters even imply 
that the British would notW quite 
square towards the electorate. Does 
It not sound slightly illogical that 
one of the 'greatest democracies, at- 
tempting to ettablish another de- 



esting to discover that Mr. 
Brett's greatest achievements 
lie in the field ot cOmpositiërt.

was an event ot unquestioned 
Importance in Canadian music. 
The only music ot renown this 
war had produced so far were 
.the Seventh and Eighth sym- 
phonies ot Dimitri Shostaké- 
vitch. Now critics compare Mr. 
Brott's work to Shostakovltch 
and find him equally eonvine- 
ing. "War And Peace" derives 
a special quality from the 
choice of its theme which sug- 
gests the transition from a state 
of war and destruction to a 
state of peace and construe- 
tion. Mr. Brott's music fs based 
on a wonderful technique of 
composition; it Is robust, sub- 
stantial, containing passages of 
long, lyrical melody and at the 
same time sussesting the bru- 
tality of war with a direct ànd 
true symbolism. Only a very 
gifted composer could have uie^ 
this theme and used It convinc- 
ingly. Mr. Brntt has accom- 



plished something musically in 
this country that has never 
been done before and "War 
And Peace" is a w6rk of art 
that will have to be recokned 
with in the future. 

Alexander Brott, himself, is 
very modest concerning his own 
work. He would prefer to dis- 
cuss the compositions of other 
eomposers. He has not been In- 
fluenced by the particular music 
of «ny one composer or by the 
particular style of any one 
country but he admires all great 
music — according to his own 
definition of great music— music 
which expresses the age in 
which it is written. 

Jazz, says Mr. Brott, is too 
limited. It is an intcre^ing form 
of composition but it does not 
capture the spirit of the present 
day world. There is no great 
purpose in composing Jau 
music. It is primarily dance 
music and it contains a physical 
appeal rather than an appeal 
to the ear and the emotions. In 
Gershwin's Rhapsody In Blue, 
Mr. Brott detects a superficial 
resemblance to America — the 
first few bars of the Rhapsody 
suggést to. him the Manhattan 
skyline and the tall, soaring 
buildings; however, an analysis 
of Gershwin's music will dis- 
closé its limitation as based on 
the principles ot Jazz composi- 
tion. 

In response to an inquiry as 
to how' college students could 
be éncéuraged to develop an 
interest in music, Mr. Brott 
suggested that music should be 
viewed in relation to its his- 
torical and social circumstance. 
"It should be correlated Into the 
subjects students are studying 
because otherwise they'approach 
music from a very isolarted, 
cursory and immature point ot 
view.

These lut lines, however, do 
not represent the best poetical 
efforts of which McGiirs liter- 
ar7*minded janitor was cap- 
able. More typical, perhaps, is 
the following poem, entitled 
"How to Obtain True Beauty." 

*'If thou wouldst be truly, beiu- 
tlful, 

Worlt. with the head, the heart, 

the hand. 
Until the honest, pore-cleansing 
'and ikin-beautifying per- 
■ spiration ' 
Rolls o'er your noble brow, 
Covering the hills and valleys 

of your «face, 
With its soothing, healing, and ' 
Beautifying Bclm." 

.Typical of Shakespeare- 
Harry's own love for good lit- 
erature are the following Unes: 

"Without good reading the 

mind lives on a dole; 
"Light retdlng is all the rage, 
But don't do any candle think- 
ing * 
In an electric lighted ape." 

Nor was Harry Barker an 
unknown poet. Many of his 
efforts saw light in the McGlil 
Dally and something over a 
dozen years ago, there appeared 
in print a little volume entiled 
' "Simple Rhymes for Simple 
Jolk." Glancing through the 
pages,' one sees that all sorts of 

• occurrences and events turned 
Harry; Barker's mlpd to verse. 
•There is, for "example, an acros- 

• tic on "The Visit of Bliss Car- 
man;"* an Adieu to a Professor 
of Classics; four verses entiled 
•'Thoughts During a Ramble," 
•and a few lines beginning "Oh 
.for a shower of dollars! This is 
■ ai poor man's dream." 
,• Foreword to these "Simple 
Rhymes," was written by Ma J. 
Alex Edmlson, then a student 
at McGill, who signed himself. 

'•The Onlooker,". a pen-name 
under which he wrote lor the 
jiloGill Daily. 

"Harry makes no pretense in 
the direction of technique and 
style," "The OrJooker" point- 
ed out. "He simply aims to ex- 
'press hli thoughts and senti» 
ments— and what does it matter 
if, during this process, he oc- 
casionally overlooks metrical 
considerations? This after all, is 
hardly unprecedented In poetic- 
al circles! This present little 
volume,'; he' added "is sponsor- 
ed bx"» gtoUD of undergrad-' 
uates° whe desire to perpetuate 
In some practical way what 
they , consider to be the very 
commendable hobby of a re- 
spected McGill employee." 

Fine-sounding phrases ap- 
pealed to the dignified Janitor, 
and he collected them from all 

• sources.. For example, he pick- 
ed- up the following phrase, one 
day when listening to the radio, 
"And when silence comes down 
like thunder," and for weeks 
ht used it on every occasion 
possible. Although there was no 
evidence that be had read 
widely, It. was' clear that what 
h« :dld read was of the best: 
Shakespeare^nd the Bible. 

Harry's ability to quote vast 
sections of the Bard of Avon 
* was the reason for his nick- 
name' "Shakespeare Harry." 
Coupled with his love of the 
poet went a certain measure of 
histrohic ability, and many a 
<avored student was treated to 
' a ' Shakespearian, monologue 
with "Shakespeare Harry" act- 
ing all the parts. Many a time, 
totf, a harrasted student appeal- 
ed, successfully, to the little 
Janitor for help, i/rhm lines of 
Shakespeare escaped his 
memory at the zero hour before 
an English quiz. . 

Harry liked, too, to dramatize 
scenes from his . own exper- 
ience, and, on one occasion, 
held an audience of students 
spell-bound while he related to 
them the tale of an employer in 
South Africa who fell into dis- 
favor because of some public 
utterances he had made. A mob 
collected to .wreck. this man's 
factory," "And. then." said 
Harry Barker, "(He employer 
rose to ' speak before them," 
and, at this point, little Harry 
. . Barker leaped upon a chair and 
i^trttted the McGiU students to 
an ' example . ' of impassioned 
oratory.

Files of the English depart- 
ment said that although he had 
little occasion to come in very 
personnel contact with Harry 
Barker,' he always enjoyed his

his sense of generosity and 
good humour. But it must be 
said that it was not finished 
poetry, and perhaps that is why 
is was so enjoyable. ' 

McGill staff members say 
that Harry never had an, un- 
kind word for anyone. I^plcal ^ 
of him is the following anec- 
dote. Harry was talking to a 
group of students when a cer- 
tain profesîor entered the 
room. After the professor had 
departed again, one student 
asked H^rry it he was not 
"afraid" of this particular man. 
"Oh no," said Shakespeare 
Harry, '"E ath a stern but 
gentle 'eart." 

More than once it has been 
said by those who knew him 
that if certain circumstances 
had been different, Harry 
Barker would probably have 
been a professor himself. Cer- 
tainly he loved the atmosphere 
of McGill University, and he 
comported himself not as a 
Janitor of an apartment house 
or of a business office, but with 
the dignity which befitted balls 
of learning. . . 

Few people knew. ' much 
about Harry Barker's past, aU 
tiiough it is known that he 
was born in Dudley, England, 
and came to Canada with his 
wife (who predeceased him on 
December 18. last) 37 years ago. 
He' was, too,'^ faithful member, 
of Erskine and American. 
Church, where he was ' ac- 
customed to appear oach Sun- 
day morning. No one is quite 
sure of his age, though he was 
known to be "well over 70." 

The biographical details, how- 
ever, are not important in 
Harry Barlter's case. In the 
memory of McGill' University 
professors, students and ad- 
ministrative staff members alike 
be will always ba ''Shakespeare 
Harry," who coiild wield a 
mean broom but who could also 
pause in his labors to refer 
solemnly to his .torn coat sleeve 
as "the tattered sleeve of care." 

(Surviving Harry are two 
sisters-in-law, the Misses Dinah 
and Mary Lee, who lived with 
him at 7727 Durocher street, 
and both of whom have seen 
service at McGill. Funeral ar- 
rangements will be announced 
later.)

Other problems facing the family 
after the war Dr. Btirgess saw. as 
housing, divorce, Juvenile delln 
quency, marital readjustment and 
the status of women. Many factors, 
he pointed out were combining to 
give Canada and the United States 
"their highest divorce rates in his 
tory. 

A significant development ot the 
wartime situation. Dr. Burgess saw 
as "the recognition by youth o4 its 
responsibilities for Juvenile delin 
quency," and he predicted that dur 
Ing the postrwar period youth would 
play a'sUll greater part Iti meeting 
its own problems. 

Referring to the status of women 
in the post-war world. Dr. Surges 
declared that, "on the whole . . 
women wfll come through the war 
and Into the postAvar period with 
substantial gains, the chief ot which 
Is the demonstration ot her capacity 
to perform jobs previously assumed 
to be- exclusively in tbe masculine 
field." 

An evident need ot the post-war 
period Dr. Burgess pointed out, 
would, be "a great increase in mar- 
riage counselling," while a second 
need be saw u that of "the ex- 
pansion of education for marriage 
and family living.,. The Initiative 
and thinking of youth,"ihe added, 
"needs to be released and utilized 
if we are to have, measurable suc- 
cess in thé control of problems such 
as Juvenile deliquency, equality of 
girls,, with boys, an,d adjustment to 
marriage." . 

"More knowledge about human 
behaviours and the factors making 
for success In family ' aiid social 
relations" would also be needed In 
the post-^ar world; said 'Dr. Bur- 
gess. "Beginnings of this knowl- 
edge bave been provided by biolo* 
gy, psychplogy/Jpsychiatry, sociolo- 
gy and economics;" he weht on.
